Now  another  question  for  our  readers:  Who  put  the  bar  out?  Is  there 
more  to  the  set,  as  this  one  is  the  7lh  card? 

Glenn  purchased  a  Silver  Eagles  Nest  in  Tucson.  The  coin  shop  owiier 
said  he  had  had  them  a  long  time  and  no  one  seemed  interested.  They 
are  in  the  original  box.  There  are  still  some  good  buys  if  you  just  look.' 

Former  member  Ed  Hipps  had  the  misfortune  of  having  $200,000  in 
inventory  stolen  on  April  9  as  he  was  returning  home  to  Dallas  after 
leaving  a  coin  show  in  Baton  Rouge,  LA.  The  coins  were  stolen  as  he 
made  a  telephone  call  from  a  gas  station  where  he  took  his  vehicle  that 
had  been  purportedly  disabled  by  gunfire  from  a  passing  car  on  Interstate 
10.  As  reported  in  Numismatic  News  (May  9)  and  ( 'out  World  (May  8), 
Hipps  told  investigators  that  he  was  westbound  on  the  interstate  just 


outside  Baton  Rouge  when  he  felt  his  car  jerk  about  the  same  time  a  car 
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prom/  they  M  culbaty 


He  got  ofT  at  the  next  exit  and  drove  to  the  nearest  gas  station  where  he 
attempted  to  put  water  in  the  car’s  radiator,  but  the  car  wouldn’t  hold  any 
water  Hipps  said  he  contacted  the  road  service  for  his  car,  but  was 
informed  he  had  to  give  them  an  exact  street  location.  He  went  inside 
the  service  station  to  ask  for  that  information  and  placed  another 
telephone  call  to  the  road  service  company.  While  placing  that  second 
call,  Ed  was  out  of  view  of  his  vehicle  for  less  than  a  minute.  When  he 
returned  to  the  car,  one  of  the  back  windows  had  been  smashed  out  and 
three  large  catalog  bags  and  a  briefcase  that  all  contained  merchandise 
had  been  removed.  Hipps  surmised  he  had  been  targeted  while  leaving 
the  coin  show.  He  didn’t  leant  until  the  day  after  the  theft  while  the  car 
was  being  repaired  that  the  punctures  in  his  car’s  radiator  and  the  air- 
conditioning  condenser  were  most  likely  made  from  being  shot  with  a 
firearm.  Except  for  a  small  number  of  graded  and  encapsulated  coins,  all 
the  others  were  housed  in  stapled  2  by  2  inch  white  cardboard  holders.

Coppers  website  at  www.eacs.org.  Anyone  with  information  on  the 
theft  or  whereabouts  of  the  corns  is  asked  to  contact  the  East  Baton 
Rouge  Sheriff  s  office  at  225-389-5 114.  Ed  can  be  reached  at  2 1 4-823- 
8483.  A  reward  based  on  the  value  of  the  coins  recovered  is  being 
offered.
